PliaAniLPHiA, March 23. In a speech
her to-d- at the opening of an exhi-

bition of French war picture, under the
nusplces of Iha.Emerroncy Aid of Penn-
sylvania, M. EilouarU de Billy, Deputy
High Commissioner of Franco.. to the
United .States, made the emphatjo 'state-me- nt

that tho position and vlevyS of his
country at the Fence Conference .are to-

day exactly aa they were outlined by M.
Andre Tnrdtoti. former High Gommls-alon- er

to tho United States and repre-
sentative of France at tho conference.
M, de Hilly quoted this statement by JL
Tardleu on January H and araln on
Jtorch 11:

"The treaty of ptace and the League
of Nations can only be one question, and
I say the league of NatlonH
can be founded only on 'the treaty of
peace, and, on the other hand, the very
principles on which the league will be
founded will give their lasting value to
the clauses of the treaty."

Mr. de Hilly declared that Oils has
been, throughout the negotiations, the
position taken by the French delegates
to the conference and was according to
their instructions from tho French Gov-
ernment.

"Thore must be no doubt about this,"
he sold. "I want our friends to know It
and I repeat It

"I want you also to be warned against
rumors concerning tho manner In which
negotiations are proceeding. It la not
possible that, on such Important and
numerous questions, on which depends
for many decades the future of the
world, the opinions of the whole dele-
gations should bo at first unanimous.
There must be differences at first. Wo
must not allow ourselves to see In these
differences anything else than the frank
expressions of honest minds seeking the
truth, all having come to the peace table
with tho utmost good will, all expressing
themselves strongly and frankly, because
they have confidence In each other, all
ready to accept what will uppear to all
as just.

O'lemrnernu'a Addrrsa Cited.
"I sometimes resent It, I say candidly,

when 1 see some opinions misrepresented
or when 1 see thati certain developments
of the negotiations are described In
your papers as a victory or a defeat. I
would like the Journalists who make
uch reports to read over again and

again the opening address of Premier
Clemenceau thanking those who had
elected him as permanent chairman of
the Peace Conference.

"The truth about the conference Is
that It has brought together In thought
the men who on that solemn occasion
had the honor of representing their coun-
try- It has made them understand each
other better, respect each other better.
It ias taught them to know better the
conditions of the different countries. It
hue given them a greater love for the
welfare of all of them, for the restora-
tion of a lasting. Just peace throughout
the world."

M. de .Billy asked his hearers, us
friends of his country, to do France "the
greatest servlco you can now render-her,-

by aiding him In preventing public
opinion In the United (Kates from being
misled by false rumors and from bolng
Induced to accept as true certain repre-
sentations of present developments which
are likely to be harmful to France,

"The first rumor against which I
want to warn you," he said, "Is that
which concerns the situation In the dev-
astated regions of France, and which. If
It U not stopped, will hamper the efforts
made In this country to help the relief
work on the other side.

"You have all heard these rumors ;

France Is richer than ever, France needs
no more help, France has requested that
all Hcd Cross work In France be dis-
continued after April 1, therefore why
should Americans collect money and
end It to the devastated regions?

Devastation Still la Airfnl.
"As regards the devastated rejlons, If

those who come back saIng that no
help Is neoesrary had visited those des-
olated nreaa they would not, I am sure,
speak as they do. They would under-
stand the emphatic denial given, a few
days ago. In an Interview by tho Min-
istry of Liberated Regions to the rumors
that France needs no support In that
work.

"Truo it Is that thesn areas cover only
a small portion of France. Hut they
wcro tho richest portion, containing our
best coal and Iron field, most of our fac-
tories and our big Iron and steel works.
Twenty-fiv- e per cent, of the total taxes
paid In France were raised In these In-

vaded regions, which fact will show you
their Importance. Now all has been de-
stroyed. It will be years before a. ton
of coal Is raised from the mines which
have been blasted, The factories and
mllta have been looted, and will take
months to bo equipped and In working
order again ; 240,000 dwellings havobeen
totally dentrojed, 200,000 partly so. In
the fields tho cattlo have been destroyed
or stolen, trees have been cut, ROy.OOO

Hcres of forests have to be replanted,
and In omo places thu soil has been
plowed so 'deep by tho shells that there

of what wo of good fertile land will
have to be planted In forests.

nlllliina to Aid Impoverished.
"Toward the suffering people the

French Government Is doing Its duty.
France has been badly Impoverished by
this war, as In order to meet her war ex
penses she has increased liar public debt
by about 123 billion francs. She has
decided all those who have suffered
from the. war shall receive an oppro
prla to Indemnity and as Germany nroh
ably will not bo able to pay for all that
sh has wilfully and uselessly destroyed
these Indemnities will still Increase
France's debt by many billion franci.
But as long ad these Indemnities are
not completely distributed and used to
pay for Uulldlngs and equipment or fur
niture, as long as these formerly rich
countries nave not restarted work, an
lone an thcro Is no cmoka comlnc
out of the stacks, can you Imagine what
will bo tho moral and material suffer
Ings of t,ht people? And do you realise
that any help In addition to Government
help Is welcomed?

"More than twenty French societies
are working In those devastated region.
American- organisations also are at
work, I am not here to beg or to as);
you to rnlso and send money. Hut
my duty Is to tell you. In the n.tine
uf the French Government, that those
who In this country have start.-.- ! relief
work --.fur lh dcvostulrd legions and
are devoting their time and enerlcs to
raising money or to going over and
working are doing my country n ser-
vice as great as that done by the relief
organisations during the war, an' uiat
w can never be giateful tnoush for
their help."

GREGORY SUGGESTS
A MONROE CLAUSE

He Would Avoid Direct Issue
by General Proviso.

W. Gregory, formerly Attorney-Gener-

uf the United .States, who Is ndvlslng
the Peace Conference Commission on the
League of Nations with reference to
legal phases of amendments which have
been proposal to the covenant, takes the
view that It li not necessary In Intro-
duce n specific amendment affirming the
Monroe Doctrine, lie holds that doc-trin- e

Is sufllclcutly protected by the In-

strument as It stands, hut as a matter of
expediency lie sees no objection to Intro-
ducing the general proviso which would
safeguard tho doctrine without spe-
cifically mentioning It, as a specific men-
tion would Introduce a controversy over
the specific wants of various States.

Such n proviso lias been drawn, but it
Is not yet known whether Its Incorpora-
tion In the covenant will be urged. It
affirms In substanco tho coercive meas-
ures of the United Powers us provided
by tho covonant shall not operate against
nations of the Western Hemisphere un-
less tho United States and other Western
countries shall npprove. It Is held this
would give the United States and the
Western republics the final word on ap-
plying collective force against nations on
that hemisphere and this. In effect, ro- -
nffltms the Monroe Doctrine.

Going beyond this general declaration.
In the view of Mr. Gregory and other
legal experts, would Introduce wide con- -
tro.very on an Interpretation of the mean
ing of the Monroo Doctrine. It Is ex-
pected that consideration of this and
other amendments will be continued sev
eral days before a nn.il decision Is
reached.

Kdouard David, first president of the
National Assembly; Dr. David Adolpii
Muller. Ilerr Gelsberg, Minister of Posts
and Telegraph, and probably Karl
Kautnky,

A group of thirty-eig- extras, who
will accompany tho Peace Commission-
er to Inrls comprises leaders In the
commercial, Industrnl, labor an Intel-
lectual and religious elements In Ger-
many. This body will be augmented
by an economic parliament under tht
direction of Count von Hernstorff, which
will sit In Berlin and serve the Govern-
ment In an advisory capacity.

General Manager Melchler of the
Warburg bank firm succeeds Max War-
burg as commissioner, llurr Warburg
Joining' the extra delegates. Among the
delegates announced to-d- religion Is
represented by Hlshop Komm, Catholic ;

Prof. Baumgarten, nn e.vengellcal theo-
logian, and Herman .Shuck, a Zionist
leader. The only woman delegato Is
Maria Juchaes Shedduard Bernstein,
who represents the Social Democracy.

The scientific element Is represented
by Prof. Hrentano of Bonn ; Max Webor,
agricultural expert, and Kerr Ilergesell,
an aviation expert. Ilerren Leglen, Hart-man- n

and Stegerwald are the heads of
the three German labor federations.

The group of Industrialists and bank-
ers Is headed by Ilerr IVithennu of tho
General Electric, wh.lle Ilerr Ilelneken
and Ilerr Cuno, tho Hremon and Ham-
burg shipping leaders, represent the
maritime Interests.

WILSON TO TOMB,
IS BELIEF OF HOLT

Kdilor guys Trip to. Boom
J.enguc Is Possible Before

Senate Gets Draft.

FBAHS UK VOLT IX EUROPE

People on Continent. Look on

Plan aH Only AYny to Pre-

vent Watyit. Ih Said.

Hamilton Holt, editor of the Indepen
dent, who went abroad In December as a
representative at Versailles or the
League to Knforce Peace, suggested
yesterday In his first Interview since
his return the possibility of the Presi
dent touring the country In order to
speak In favor of tho League of Na
tions bsfore presenting the plan to tnc
Ssnato.

Mr. Holt, who favors tho league, made
It plain that he had no news of the
President's Intentions, but merely men-
tioned the trip as within the power of
the President. He pointed out that Mr.
Wilson could travel from New York to
California urclmr the people directly to
support the covonant The Senate would
be powerless to act on the league until
Mr. Wilson formally placed It before
Itp members.

Asked lr he advocated uiiy amendments
to thft' present covenant, Mr. Holt re-

plied that he personally would make It
stronger, rather than weaker, despite
the attitude of the Senate. He asserted
that the Bame Senators would opposo the
league If It were made 10 per cent,
weaker and therefore it might Just as
well bo strengthened deeplle their oppo-

sition. The more time that Is taken In
taking over the League of Nations, tho
more the approval of It will grow In this
country, he asserted.

Monroe Doctrine Then Useless.
Mr. Holt expressed the opinion that

tho constitution of the league Itself did
away In great part with the need for the
Monroo Doctrine, because It pledged the
associated nations to prevent the vbns of
any individual nation which attempted
by forco to occupy part of Central or
South America. The United States, he
said, would probably be permitted to do
tho lighting In such a case, since It was
on the ground.

In the hsTothetlcal caso of Dominica,
for example, where French Is tho pre-
vailing language, desiring to become a
part of the French Republic Mr. Holt
admitted that If. after the protest of the
United States, the six representatives of
the other nations In the leaguo voted to
permit the annexation, the United States
would have to submit, thus giving up Its
sovereignty to the extent of permitting
violation or the Monroe Doctrine.

Mr. Holt declared there Is danger of
a revolution In Durope If the League of
Nations Is not formed. The people of
the various States are counting on It to
prevent war, he asserted, and their lend-
ers fear violence If the plan fall through.

Mr. Holt denleU that Groat Britain Is
endeavoring to Impose her views and
wishes upon the other people of the
world In the formation of the league.
Great Britain, according to the editor,
has been the closest friend of this coun-
try since the armistice, her delegates
and those of the United States standing
together. The idea of the league to pre-
vent war was originally that of the
United States, but when' It reached Uu-ro- p

the people seised upon It as a solu-

tion of the menace of militarism and
built It up, going further than tho United
States had oilglnally Intended to go, he
added.

ot Plan of Any One Stair.
The league N not the plan ot any one

atate, but the result of a series Of com-
promises which were made by the dele-
gates of various countries, who relin-
quished various claims and attitudes) to
make a general agreement possible, ac-
cording to Mr. Holt.

As a re'prewntatlve of the League to
Unforco Peace, with CM car S. Straus--
also a representative, he had many op-

portunities to oonfer with the leaders of
the vaiious countries, Llujd George.
Clemenceau, Vonlsolos, President W'.lson
and the American delegates. He ex-

pressed the opinion, derived from Infor-
mation from a high source, that Presi-
dent Wllron will not offer to the Senate
for ratification any plan that the Senate
cannot reasonably accept.

In the matter of disarmament the peo-
ple of the European nation are far
ahead of Americans, he stated. There Is
widespread sentiment in favor of re-

ducing to the lowest possible figure the
fighting strength of the nations' Re
verting to the subject of revolt, Mr. Ilolt'l
declared that the leader of European
nations were more alarmed than was
generally known over the Bolshevist
situation in Russia, and feared that fail-
ure to form a league would mean revolu-
tionary movement by radical elements.

The editor admitted, however, that
fear of the Bolshcvlki ond tho spread of
their doctrines Is by no menus unani-
mous In Europe. Diplomat differ on
this subject, some asserting that a return
to the system of what Mr. Holt called
entangling alliances could be made. The
general apprehension Is, however, that
the Internal peace of tho European na-

tions would be endangered by failure of
t)i) league.

The matter of the attitude of British
soldiers on their return to civilian life
Is also u matter of much discussion and
wide variance of opinion, according to
Mr. Holt. It Is tho opinion of some of
the political leaders that the soldiers
will return full of resuntment toward
the laborttes because of their strikes
during the war, which hindered the
army and prolonged thu war Others
assert that tho soldiers themselves have
(w&rr.o extremists cuJ radlrals andrmi
make trouble for tne existing GcfrTTh-men- t.

BIG IRISH MEETING

Sneakers Bitter Against Eng-

land, "Whom They Accuse

of Treachery.

OBJECT TO LEAGUK PACT

Demand That U. S. Kceojrnizo

the Now Bepnblic of

Ireland.

The great audience that greeted Pres-
ident Wilson In the Metropolitan Opera
House a short time ago may have been
inoro distinguished than that which
gathered there yesterday afternon to
cheer an attack upon him and his advo-
cacy of the League, of Nations, but It
was no larger, and considerably less en-

thusiastic.
Nearly 4,000 friends of Irish freedom

stood and yelled applause twice an long
yesterday for Justice Daniel F. Cohalan
ns did the audlenco Mr. Wilson ad-
dressed on the evs of hla departure for
France. Ills address was long, but the
Irish were tireless, and they Interrupted
him continually with tremendousapplause.
At no time during the meeting was the
name of Woodrow Wilson applauded,
though It was mentioned several times In
tho speeches of Justice Cohalan, Justice
Edward J. Gavegan, Frank .1, Walsh.
Major Eugene Klnkead, John Dcvoy and
Judge J. M, Wall of New Jersey.

Noiuy of the speakers asked Uiat Ire-
land be made a free nation. All de-

clared she Is already a republic. What
they askod, and In lesolutlons urged
President Wilson to demand, was that
her Independence be recognized" by the
world, and particularly Great Britain.
Jutlco Cohalan declared England is
nfalrd to trust the Peace Conference
with deciding the Irish question. He
said :

"Die English proudly boast that the
sun never sets upon their empire. There
Is another thlnr about which they might
with truth boast, and that Is that their
diplomacy never sleeps.

"We are told by tho President that the
proposed League of Nstlons was made In
England. A cursory examination of the
plan reveals the truth of that state-
ment, even ir It were not vouched for
by the Trepidant of tho United States.
The shrowdntss of the English mind,
tho cunning of the English hand and the
skill of the English diplomat show
through all Its provisions.

'Take for example the paragraph un.-d-

which the high contracting parties
lovenant to guarantee the territorial In-
tegrity and present political indepen-
dence of the various countries. Who
except England stands to profit In any
large way bv such a provision ns this
one? Why should not England, who has
garnered to herself all the fairest cor-
ners of tha earth, who has her domin-
ions and territory upon all the conti-
nents and upon most of the Islands of
the sea, why should not England be. well
pleased with the provision which will
bring to her assistance nil tho other
great Powers of the earth In case her
empire or her territory Is Invaded yy
foreign foe?

"What nation for generations to come
will bo a rival of England, a competlU'r
of Englnnd In finance. In Industry. In
commerce? Who among them will be In
a position of ruling ovor subject races
or oppressing alien peoples and who
therefore will need to be guaranteed
possession of their territorial Integrity
by any combination of world Powers?

"It may b a matter of vital Interest
to the governing classes in England
that the people of Ireland should not
have a right to iu t up u republican form
of government to place Ireland among
the Independent countries cf the wcrld,-bu-

In the present aroused state of
public opinion in America there are
but few people among thoso Interested
only In America and her Ideals, In her
traditions. In her good name, wlm will
agree that the English point of view
rather thar the American point or vlow
should be taken concerning Ireland.

"Let us have a look at this American
plan for the Lague of Nations: let
us find out what Its provisions were;
let us find out whst It was Intended to
do under it toward forming a society
of all the peopks of the earth, which
would, so far as possible, end war and
bring a Just and permanent peace to all
the peoples of the earth. Lot us have
some authoritative statemen as to what
the objections to it were and v.ho were
the objectors,

"We won the war re'ie entitled to
make the lieac."

Major Klnkead said : "Having played
a gallant part In America's great strug-
gle one million men of Irish blocd en-
listed In the service of America, demand
that tho right of more
precious than peace, bo no longer denied
the people of Ireland.

"Did we destrov one military dynasty
In order to establish another? Did wo
Americans break the Belgian chain of
bondage to fasten a rule as bitter and
as brutal upon the Irish?"

Judge Wall answered nil the objec-
tions raised by England to freeing Ire-
land, and flayed Tart for
declaring the Irish question to be a do-
mestic one Then he said

"In the President' pleas for the free-
dom of small nations. It begins to look
now as though he meant to except Ire-
land, and we are all rubbing our eyes In
amazement, wondering If that can possl-bl- y

bo the kind of man he Is.
"Think of it' To thus fan Into flamo

the age long yearning of n spirited peo-
ple, and then to tell them cither by In-
ference or outright that this blessed
boon which he promised, as spokesman
of these United States was In reality
never meant for them, was meant In fact
for overybody else but them!"

Mr Walsh answered Sir Horace
Plunkett's article In the World. He de-

clared Sir Horace misconceived tho at-
titude of Irish people and Irish In
America.
